I have the honour to submit the following Half- 
yearly Report, January -June, 1910; on the Banking, 
Railway, and Shipping Statistics of Ireland. 

As regards Banks and Banking in Ireland the 
Report states (I.) the deposits and cash balances rn 
Joint Stock Banks; (II.) the deposits in Post Office 
and Trustees Savings Banks in Ireland ; (III.) the 
amount of the Government Funds, India Stocks, 
and Guaranteed Land Stock, on which dividends are 
payable at the Bank of Ireland, and _(IV.) the Note 
Circulation of, and the amount of Coin held by, the 
Irish Banks of Issue. 

As regards Railways in Ireland the Report states 
(1) the weekly traffic receipts; (2) the amount ol 
Ordinary, Preferential and Guaranteed, and Loans 
and Debenture Stock, classed according to rate of 
dividend; (3) the amount of Capital, &c., as shown 
for each Railway in Ireland ; (4) the length of Lines, 
Traffic, Gross Receipts, &c. ; (5) the Working Expen- 
diture, Net Receipts, and Rolling Stock; (6) t".® 
Receipts from Season and Periodical Tickets; andf7) 
the length of Light Railways and the names ol the 
Companies by which such Railways are worked or 
are to he worked. 
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As regards Shipping the Eeport states the total 
Tonnage of Vessels entered and cleared in the Ports 
of Ireland in each of the years 1899-1909, and the 
Number and Tonnage of Vessels entered and cleared 
m each of the Ports in Ireland in 1909. 

Two Statistical Diagrams are placed in the Eeport 
to illustrate respectively the growth of Irish Banking 
and of Post Office and Trustees Savings Banks (page

I. Deposits and Cash Balances in Joint Stock Banks. 

The deposits and cash balances in Joint Stock 
Banks amounted on the 30tli June last to £52,605,000,* 
being the highest amount for June of which there is 
ijmd £628,000 in excess of that for. June, 
1909. Comparing the deposits and cash balances 
since June, 1890 — with the exception of a decrease in 
ioo' — there has been a gradual increase from 
Join 1,000 m June ’ 1890 ’ to £92,505,000 in June, 


?k eS< ru' 0 ^ ,lres are considerable interest as indi- 
cating the growth of the operations and influence of 
Banking m Ireland. They do not, however, in them- 
selves^ gauge the growth of “ net savings.” Such a 
growth and its extent could only be determined by a 
j ac count of savings on the one hand, and of 
indebtedness on the other. But for this account the 
necessary data are not available. '

(a) Post Office. 

It will be seen from Table II. that at the end of 
June of this year, the estimated amount in the Post 
Office Savings Banks in Ireland stood at £11,660,000, 
as compared with £11,187,000 for the corresponding 
period of 1909, showing an increase of £473,000.

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Table II (a) shows by half-years, for the past ten 
years, the accumulation of deposits in the Post Office 
Savings Banks. From this Table it appears that there 
has been a steady increase in each half-year up to 
and including that ending June, 1907, the amount to 
the credit of depositors at that time reaching its maxi- 
mum, when the balance showed an increase of 
£49,000 as compared with the amount in December, 

1906. In the half-year ended December, 1907, the 
balance to the credit of depositors showed a decrease 
of £59,000 as compared with the amount in June, 

1907, but since then there has been an increase in 
each half-year; in June, 1910, an increase of £241,000 
as compared with the amount in December, 1909.

It will also be observed from Table IV. that there 
has been an increase in each year from 1890 to 1910, 
except in 1893 and 1908, and that the balance in 
Savings Banks on the 30th June, 1910, was more than 
two and half times the amount to the credit of 
depositors in June of the year 1890, the first year for 
which statistics are given in the Table.

. Table IV. (a), in which the amount of small savings 
is set forth by half-years for the past ten and a half 
years, shows that during that period, the half-yearly 
balances in Savings Banks in Ireland continuously 
increased, except for the period ending December, 
1907, when there was a decrease of £107,000. The 
increase in the six months ended 30th June last is 
*74,000 over the average increase for the twenty 
other half-yearly periods covered by the Table. As 
between the Post Office Savings Banks and the Trus- 
tees Savings Banks the net increase of £267,000 in 
the balances for the June half-year, 1910, is made up 
of an increase of £241,000 in the case of the former, 
and an increase of £26,000 in the case of the latter.

It will be seen from Table V. that on the 30th June 
last the total amount of the Government Funds, India 
Stocks, Guaranteed Land Stock,* Guaranteed 2§ per 
cent. Stock (Land Purchase Act, 1903), and Guaranteed 
3 per cent. Stock on which dividends are payable at the 
Bank of Ireland, was £38,732,000, or £696,000 (Guaran- 
teed Land Stock decreased by £232,000) below the 
amount for the close of June, 1909, but £522,000 
in excess of that for June, 1908, the last year previous 
to 1910 in which a decline in the amount of these 
securities is shown. It is to be noted that the amount 
of Guaranteed Land Stock for 30th June last was 
£11, 976, 000, t against £12,208,000 for the correspond- 
ing day of the preceding year, and £12,493,000 for the 
last day of June, 1908.

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Table V. (a), made up by half-years, shows that 
there has been a decrease of £78,000 in June, 1910, 
as compared with the amount at the close of the year 
1909 which showed a decrease of £618,000 when 
compared with the June half-yearly period of that 
year.

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IV. Bank Note Circulation and Coin Held. 

The Average Bank Note circulation of the Six 
Banks of Issue in Ireland for the June period, 1910, 
was £7,095,000 as against £6,553,000 for 1909, show- 
ing an increase of £542,000. For the same periods, the 
average amounts of Coin held by these Banks were, 
respectively £3,753,000 and £3,548,000, showing an 
increase of £205,000. Table VI. presents the June 
returns for the years 1900 to 1910.

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It will be observed from Table VI. (a) that the usual 
decrease of Note circulation and of the amount of 
Coin held in June, as compared with December, took 
place in 1910. The decreases on this occasion were 
respectively £259,000 and £153,000. The Note cir- 
culation of Irish Banks of Issue for June, 1910 
(£7,095,000), is 8-3 per cent, more than the circulation 
(£6,553,000) in June, 1909, and 5 0 per cent, less than 
the circulation (£7,468,000) in December, 1902, which 
was the largest on record since the year 1882. The 
amount of Coin held in June, 1910 (£3,753,000), is 5-8 
per cent. more than the amount (£3,548,000) in June 
1909.

That in Jiune, 1910, as compared with the 
corresponding period in 1909, there was an 
increase of £628,000 in the Deposits and 
Cash Balances in the Irish Joint Stock 
Banks, and the amount of such Deposits and 
Cash Balances was the highest yet recorded. 

2nd. That there was a decrease of £521,000 in 
Deposits and Cash Balances in the Irish 
Joint Stock Banks in June, 1910, as com- 
pared with December, 1909. 

3rd. That there was an increase of £508,000 in 
the Deposits in Savings Banks in Ireland in 
June, 1910, as compared with June, 1910.

5th. That there was an increase of £30,993 in the 
number of accounts remaining open in the 
Post Office and Trustees Savings Banks in 
Ireland on the 31st December, 1909, as com- 
pared with 31st December, 1908. 

That in June, |1910, as compared with the 
same period of 1909, there was a decrease 
of £696,000 in the amount of Government ■

That there was a diminution of Bank Note 
circulation to the amount of £259,000 in 
June, 1910, and of the Coin held to the 
amount of £153,000, as compared with 
the December half-yearly period of the 
previous year. 

Bailways. 

The receipts of Irish Railways, week by week, for 
the first half of the year 1910, have been supplied to 
this Department by the authorities of the several 
Companies, and will be found tabulated in Table 
VII., and compared with the receipts for the corre- 
sponding period of the year 1909. This Table does 
not include the returns of the Light Railways of 
Ireland. 

A review of the weekly traffic returns shows that in 
17 weeks the receipts exceeded those for the corre- 
sponding weeks of the year 1909, and in 9 weeks the 
receipts fell below those for the corresponding periods, 
with the net result that the total receipts for the first 
26 weeks of the year 1910 amounted to £1,999,867, an 
increase of £37,479, or 1-9 per cent., as compared with 
the amount received in the first six months of the 
preceding year. It should be stated that the weekly 
receipts published in this table only approximate to 
completeness. The complete figures for each year are 
published annually by the Board of Trade. 

Tables VIII. to XIII. present information relative 
to the financial position, traffic receipts, working ex- 
penditure, &c., of each Railway in Ireland. This 
information is compiled and published by the Board 
of Trade from returns supplied by the Railway Com- 
panies themselves, pursuant to the requirements of 
the Regulations of Railways Act, 1871. 

As, however, the Tables VIII. to XIII. only afford 
detailed information with regard to some of the Light 
Railways, the particulars for the other lines being in- 
cluded in the returns of the “ working ” companies, 
Tables XIV. to XVI. have been added to the Report 
this year; these latter Tables show for all the Light 
Railways the financial position, traffic receipts, and 
working expenditure, over the period 1904-8. The 
Tables were supplied by the Commissioners of Public 
Works in Ireland to the Vice-Regal Commission on 
Irish Railways, including Light Railways, from 
whose Final Report they have been extracted.

It appears from the following Table (XVII.), that 
of vessels in foreign, trade* which were entered in the 
Ports of Ireland during the ten years 1899-1908, the 
highest tonnage was 1,630,269 in 1908 and the 
lowest 1,142,713 in 1900. The average tonnage of 
vessels in foreign trade entered in the Ports of Ire- 
land during the decade 1899-1908 was 1,309,141; the 
tonnage entered in 1909 was 1,599,318, being 30,951 
below that for the year 1908, and 290,177, or 222 per 
cent, more than the yearly average for the ten years 
1899-1908. The average tonnage of vessels in the coast- 
ing trade entered in the Ports of Ireland during 
the decade 1899-1908, was 5,736,051; the tonnage 
entered in 1909 was 6,001,424, being 70,208 above that 
for the year 1908, and 265,373, or 4-6 per cent., more 
than the yearly average for the ten years 1898-1907. 

The average tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade* 
cleared] during the ten years 1899-1908 was 543,632; 

o to i lna § e clearedt in 1909 was 926,219, being 
i , or ^ P er cen t., over the average, and 
4,381 below the tonnage for 1908. The average ton- 
nage of vessels in the coasting trade cleared during 
the ten years 1899-1908 was .4,530,245; in 1909 the 
tonnage was 4,738,624, being 208,379, or 4-6 per cent., 
more than the average for the decade 1899-1908, and 
4,355 above the tonnage for 1908.
